WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22. 
RETURNS amounting to more than a 
billion dollars already reported from 
the first quarterly installment of the 
income and profit taxes due March 15 
indicate that the total yield will reach 


$4,750,000,000 contemplated by con- 
gress. They further indicate that the 
Victory loan soon to be called will be 
for $6,000,000,000, 

But along with this announcement 
the revenue bureau states that the re- 
turns indicate general prosperity 
throughout the country. 

The treasury has available to meet 
current cash requirements about 
$1,700,000,000, a rather high net bal- 
ance, not including all the tax receipts 
from last week’s collections. 

The largest increase in income tax 
collections over last year’s records is 
shown in North Dakota and the Eighth 
Illinois districts. Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh are two large cities showing 
a decrease.

As civilization is at 
present constituted, absolute independ- 
ence for Ireland is distinctly impracti- 
cable.”

IRISH 
SEEK 
EVEN 


Religion Is Root of 
Home Rule Trou- 
ble, Writer Finds.

LONDON, March 22.—From_ the 
south to the north pole in Ireland is a 
distance of 100 miles. It is just over 
the mileage from Chicago to Milwau- 
kee. One passes from the warm, eager, | 
smiling, passionate atmosphere of Dub- 
lin to the cold, dour, frowning environ- 
ment of Belfast. It is difficult to re- 
alize that in three hours a slow train 

runs from one extreme to the other. 

I arrived in Belfast on Sunday. For 
hours I walked through the principal 
streets of the industrial metropolis of 
Ireland. It was impossible to ride, for 
in Belfast Sunday is marked by practl- 
cally a total cessation of vehicular 
traffic. In this city of more than 400.- 
000 people there seemed to be not 100 
wheels: turning. 

Belfast Pepellent to Him. 

The aspect of Belfast was to me 
formidable and repellent. One looked 
down narrow streets fronted by even 
rows of high brick walls... The sikle- 
walks were almost as d as the 
streets. I got the impreés of rows 
of occupied cells 
corridor. Even 
ways which guarded the courtyard of 
the leading hotel were tightly locked. 
To get in or out one had to ring the 
bell and wait until the porter came 
with a huge iron key. 

On the streets and in the offices one 
heard the hard Scotch burr of “ Aye” 
in place of the “ Yis, yer honor,” of the 
Dublin jaunting car driver. Where the 
speech of the southern capital is soft 
and fluent and touched with a caress- 
ing brogue, the tongue of Belfast is 
hard and brief, edged with granite. 

Home Rule Stirs "Em Up. 

But the next day I found how quick- 
ly—when the subject of home rule is 
mentioned—Belfast granite can melt 
into a flaming torrent of molten lava. 

I found more bitter religious intol- 
erance in Belfast than in Dublin, and, 
what seemed more dangerous—be- 
cause more reasoned and calculating— 
threats of violence and civil war. I 
was shown a photograph of 20,000 of 
Sir Bdward Belfast volun- 
teers uniformed and armed, marching 
through the streets of the city. I was 
told there were 80,000 such volunteers, 
all armed and ready to die rather than 
to submit to home rule. 

Religion Root of Trouble. 

And yet that does not present a true 
picture of the situation in Belfast. I 
talked for hours with a group of a 
half-dozen workingmen, who left their 
tools in one of the big shipyards for 
the conference. They were against 
home rule. , They frankly admitted 
that the religious question was at the 
root of the whole trouble. 

But some of them displayed an al- 
most wistful eagerness for a better 
understanding with thelr Catholic 
neighbors. One of them was the vice 
president of the local labor union. He 
was a devoted Protestant. The preai- 
dent of the same union is an equally 
zealous Roman Catholic. They get 
along im union affairs with perfect 
ease and agreement. Why did they in- 
stantly quarrel] when the affairs of 
Ireland were concerned? He wag 
puzzled and could not understand, | 


_ A Religious Island. 
One thing is certain: The Irish south 
and north alike are a religious people 
to a degree and with real devotion 
which few other peoples in the world 
are capable of reaching or even under- 
standing. There is the spiritual ele- 
ment in them all which is one of the 
controlling factors in everything they 
do or say. I believe no attempt to set- 
tle the Irish question will ever be suc- 
ceasful which does not take into ac- 
count this deep religious feeling of 
all Jrish people and which does not 
approach it sympathetically and with- 
out prejudice or partisanship. 

‘Most of the Belfast labor unions 
have no affiliations with other Irish 
workmen. They work with, and are 
joined to, the labor unions in Eng-. 
land and Scotland. Yet there are a few 
unions which have locals in both Dub- 
lin and Belfast and covet the whole

SENATOR CAPPER

PARIS, March 22.—The peace delib- 
erations have reached an acute stage, 
precipitated through President Wil- 
son's insistence on embodying the 
league of nations covenant in the 
peace treaty. 

Pessimists assert there is a strong 
chance of the negotiations among the 
allied associated powers being broken 
off and the various delegations return- 
ing home and making separate peace 
treaties. 

The delays which have resulted in 
letting nearly five months elapse since 
the armistice without any sign of 
peace and which it seems wil! further 
delay the signing of the treaty indef- 
nitely, have strengthened the enemy’s 
positions until today the Germans are 
arrogantly refusing to comply with the 
armistice demands. 


Germans Showing Fangs. 

The Germans have ignored the or- 
ders to cease hostilities on the Polish 
front and the German general com. 
manding at Danzig has barred Gen. 
Haller’s Polish divisions from passing 
through the port. 

The German sailors also refuse to 
deliver ships for transporting Ameri- 
can troops home until they have been 
guaranteed that they will be repatri- 
ated immediately. 

The enemy is capitalizing the dis- 
cord among the allies, which shows 
itself on every hand—Lioyd George is 
receding from his original position in- 
dorsing the incorporation of the league 
covenant in the peace treaty and is 
now opposing it; Italy is threatening 
to withdraw from the conference and 
make a separate peace with Austria. 
Hungary, and an economic alliance 
with Germany; the French are hoid- 
ing out for a pooiing of the war debts. 


American Hopes Fail. 

The American commission's assur. 
ances, made when the president re- 
turned, that embodying the league 
covenant would not delay the drafting 
of the treaty undeniably seems to 
have proved a fallacy, and with new 
opposition springing up in various 
quarters it is positive that further 
delay is unavoidabie, whi.e the whoie 
world cries for peace. 

The sole factor which is holding the 
conference together today is the rap- 
prochement between England and the 
United States, which, it is said how- 
ever, is not nearly as strong as many 
think.

At a little evening party in the Jur-

icers asked me what inducements the 
Jnited States was offering to secure 
jerman army officers for the Amer- 
can army. I explained as gently as I 
sould that America just had had a 
war with Germany and a good many 
Americans had a mad on with Ger- 
nany and would not consider Germans 
us officers of our army. I also said I 
nad not heard of any war with Japan 
ind that I did not believe there was 
such a thing on the schedule. 

The young Germans were much sur- 
prised that I knew nothing of the com- 
ng war. They knew it for certain 
that Japan already was planning to 
itrike at once, perhaps this week, at 
east within a few months. 

That Jap Army. 

All these applicants of our enemies 
to fight in defense of “Old Glory” 
were very positive about the approach- 
ing war with Japan. Some have even 


told me they understood the war had | 
begun. One man said America al-| 
ready had been invaded and that the | 
Japanese had landed on our shores. | 


I told him I knew that he was misin- 
formed, for if a Japanese army ever 
tried to land, the San Brancisco police 
would lock it up. But it was in vain. 
The German soldier said he did not 
believe the police force would be able 
to capture the Japanese army. 

So persistent have been the applica- 
tions of the Germans to join our army 
that today on the doors of the Amer- 
ican embassy I saw a notice which 
had been placed there by the Spanish 
legation, which is in charge of Amer- 
ican affairs during the enforced ab- 
sence of our own official. The notice 
said the royal Spanish embassy was 
not receiving applications of officers 
and soldiers who wished to join foreign 
armies. The notice did not mention 
the American army, but as it was 
posted on the doors of the American 
legation, 

Very Wise, He Thinks. 

One of the German officers, whom I 
met and who wishes to respond to the 
American appeal for trained help for 
the army, states that it is very wise 
for the United States to avail itself 
of the fine opportunity now to get hold 
of a lot of first class fighting men 
who are out of jobs. He said the 
American soldiers are very brave and 
resourceful, but from his observations 
on the west front the Yank is not well 
disciplined nor intelligently led. 

To whip Japan America must have 
iis army led by Germans, this German 
said. And the Germans tell me this 
without a smile or batting an eye. 

Our Backsliding Officers. 

A young German officer at a party 
the other night said: 

“Nobody can admire the American 
soldier more than I do. He is the 
finest soldier in the world. But he Is 
terribly handied. Why, your men 
were actually murdered in some places 
on the west front. They were thrown 
into positions where they had no 
chance to accomplish anything, even | 
by dying. Sometimes we had to 
slaughter them until it made us sick. 

“We didn’t want to doit. We would 

hold our fire to give them a chance to 
fall back, but their officers would not 
let them go back, just held them there, 
and we had to shoot them. Now, give 
your army highly trained officers such 
as the Germans, and no nation in the 
world can defeat them. You can de- 
velop such officers under German train- 
ing, but the war with Japan is so close 
upon you that there is no time to 
Waste. You must put the Germans in 
command at once.” 

I told him I did not think it would 
be safe to make the change so sudden- 
ly. Our doughboys have been care 
fully instructed to dislike Germans. 


FOE ASKS LEAVE

Louis Christophilos was in a dying 
condition last night at the Auburn 
Park hospitak He cut his throat and 
stabbed himself in the chest a week

But before he attempted to take his 


life Christophilos, a former military 
student at Northwestern university 
and a civilian employé of the army, 
tohi a story to the army intelligence 
officers that prompted investigation of 
the army quartermaster depot at 
Thirty-sixth and Iron streets. This 
was admitted last night. 

It was a tale of graft that mounted 
into the thousands of dollars. One 
strange detail was the young man’s 
complaint that he had been forced 
to swallow a mysterious pill in the de- 
pot hospital which temporarily de- 
ranged him. He declared he had been 
“railroaded” to the Dunning insane 
asylum so that his story would be 
discredited should he choose to talk. 


Officers Investigate. 


Despite the fact that Christophilos 
had been an inmate of the insane 
asylum, adjudged irresponsible by the 
County court, intelligence officers 
placed enough faith in his story to 
open an inquiry into operations at the 
depot which is used as a clearing house 
and sales place for used army goods. 

The investigation, has not yet been 
completed, intelligence officers said last 
night, and no one would say that any 
proof of graft had been obtained. 

The facts, as understood, are these:

His. story continues: “I lost all 
sense of where I was and what I wag 
doing.

He was de- 
clared normal and after being held 
for observation until March 12 ws 
released.

Attempted Suicide. 

On March 15, for reasons not yet 
clear, Christophilos attempted suicide. 
His cousin, Christ Christophilos, said

. dex of jobs is his instrument; the city 


hall patronage is the “juice” for his 
machine. Organization is his specialty, 
and “blocks of five” are his system. 


Riot of Spoils Politics. 


Organization rests on jobs, and on 
the ruins of civil service in the last 
four years a city hall machine has 
been built such as Chicago never saw 
before. It is second only to Tammany, 
and it has shown \its strength in the 
last two Republican primaries. They 
have built it through a riot of spoils 
politics, with no blue \sky limit at the 
hall, and as a result public service 
has taken to crutches. 

Politics and city affairs have tan- 
goed together as never before, and the 
taxpayers are now invited to pay for 
the cabaret party by an increase in 
tax rates and by authorizing a $9,500,- 


' 000 bond issue to pay off bills for cur- 


rent expenses which have piled up, 
while the $2,800,000 surplus which Car- 
ter Harrison left in the treasury has 
vanished with last year’s roses. 

To get a perspective on the part 
Lundin's card index of jobs has played 
we'll turn the clock backward to 1915. 
Lundin was the real Thompson man- 
ager. In the old Union hotel in Ran- 
dolph street Fred worked out the tac- 
tics and served as a board of strategy.

Cases in Point. 

It may be well fo refresh the mem- 
ory by recalling a few cases: 

On May 7, 1915, six experts of effi- 
clency were laid off by the civil serv- 
ice commission for “lack of work and 
of funds.” Afterwards their jobs were 
filled by political appointees. This was 
all in violation of the faw as shown by 
subsequént court decisions. 

On May 8, 1915, J. L. Jacobs, expert 
of system and organization, was laid 
off pending investigation. No investi- 
gation was made. On June 5, the com- 
mission entered an order that inasmuch 
as the period of suspension of Jacobs 
would expire June 7, he should be re- 
stored to duty and that he be laid off 
June 8 on account of “ lack of funds,” 
and that his job should be abolished. 
Then, on July 19, the commission ap- 
pointed a city day man to the Jacobs 
job, which had been abolished “for 
lack of funds.” Jacobs went into court 
and the. supreme bench ordered his 
reinstatement, but he has never gone 
back. 

The Blachly Case, 
On May 13, 1915, Clarence D. Blachly, | 


superintendent of the bureau of social 
surveys, was dismissed. He had won 


the position in a competitive exam-

Mayor Thompson yesterday discussed 
the traction question, attacking the 
views of Robert M. Sweitzer. 

“One of my Democratic opponents, 
Mr. Sweitzer, makes the statement that 
he would, if elected, submit all traction 


proval,” he said. “It is very gracious 
of Mr. Sweitzer to say that he would

Allied Prosecutors Gain 
Headway Against 
Stock Swindles. 


With guns of the allted prosecuting 
forces of nation, state, and county 
trained on stock swindlers and federal 
and state grand juries ready to get 
into action during the coming week, 
complaints from the swindled coming 
in by the hundreds, and Federal Judge 
Landis to resume his open court in- 
quiry in the morning, the case of Gus 
Beneke, “ horse meat king,” was moved 
to the top of the federal court trial 
list yesterday. How Mr. Beneke took 
money from credulous stockholders is 
herewith related: 


The Kunza Packing company, Inc.— 
brought into existence under the laws 
of Arizona and capitalized at only 
$5,000,000, a considerable amount of 


this stock being peddled to the poor— 
obtained an option on a big barn at 
1446-52 West Forty-seventh street, and 
announced it was ready to change the 
appetite of Americans from beef, pork, 
chicken, and mutton to horse meat. 

Gus Beneke was president and Otto 
YY’. Brietkreuts, “ Big Otto” of circus 
fame, the secretary and treasurer. Af- 
filiated with the company were “ Billy” 
Dunn, who lived at the Sherman house, 
und Charles Green. For good meas- 
ure “Prince Arthur” Quinn dropped 
in every day at the offices, 1317 Ash- 
land block. 

With this stage setting the horse 
meat promoters started out to hook in- 
vestors at the rate of 50 cents a share. 
“Big Otto” made a trip down east 
and when he came back announced 
(and it duly was peddled by the stock 
selling agents): 

“I saw President Wilson, Lord 
Northcliffe, and Herbert Hoover and 
the president says to me, ‘Otto, tell 
the world I’m with you.’ Herb Hoover 
says to me, ‘Otto, this is kind of go- 
ing to shock people at first, but it’s 
going to end meatless days. Work in 
a quiet way at the start.’” 


25,000 Pounds of Horse. 


Then “ Big Otto” went on to tell— 
and it was also made known to the 
prospects—that Herb Hoover had led 
him down to New York and introduced 
him to Lord Northcliffe, who had giv- 
en’ him a tent°‘ive order for 25,000 
pounds of pick.ed horse meat at 10 
cents a pound in behalf of the allied 
governments. But “ Big Otto’s” story 
didn’t end there. He brought back let- 
ters “on the quiet”—so he said—to 
Marry A. Wheeler, then state food ad- 
ministrator for Illinois; Joseph P. Cot- 
ton, head of the federal food depart- 
ment meat division; Prof. Charles Mc- 


’ Carthy of the University.of Wisconsin

-J. Hamilton Lewis, and the Belgian 
and Polish consuls.

$2,000 a Day “ Profits.” 
With these things all fixed, Gus and 


Otto sat down and figured profits for 
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the stock buyers. Here are their own | koed” out of their world’s safest in- 


figures, sent out in come-on literature 


}to vicitims already hooked and to pros- 


pects: 
Horses can be purchased for 
from $12 to $25 in good conditibn 
for food purposes. 

We can get 100,000 head in 
thirty to ninety days from the west 
at $5 a head, which, with freight 
added, would bring the Chicago 
cost up to $12. , 

Now, the return from hides 
alone will be $12 a head. Then 
there are shin bones worth $90 a 
ton: all other bones are worth $30 
a ton: casings for export bring $2 
each; hair from the tail and mane 
of each animal is worth from 50 
cents to $1.25; grease for glycerin 
from each animal will run $5 to $7; 
the hoofs, boiled, will make the 
basis for oil, and the blood is worth 
$1.50 per head. Then estimate 400 
pounds of good flesh from each ani- 
mal—a very low figure—and the 
profit runs $2,000 a day, killing 
only fifty head.” 


Arguments for Horse Meat. 

How the stock selling venture was 
to revolutionize the palate of the coun- 
try was revealed in a prospectus sent 
out, which read: 

“We all know that for years the 
foreign countries have used horse meat 
for food, and it is considered a staple 
product. Even in the United States, 
such cities as Milwaukee, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, and New York City, horse 
meat is now being used in large quan- 
tities and recommended by high med- 
ical and héalth authorities and con- 
sidered by them more wholesome than 
beef. 

“This is positively the rarest oppor- 
tunity which has ever been offered you 
and one that requires your immediate 
and speedy attention. We are desirous 
of securing the codperation of a select- 
ed few of Chicago's butchers, who will 
readily understand our proposition. 

“Knowing you to be a business man 
of intelligence and quick to grasp the 
opportunity, we are calling your atten- 
tion to the biggest meat proposition 
ever conceived. 


Claim Federal Approval 

“Otto—the big man from Arizona— 
has just returned from Washington, 
where, in consultation with the food 
administrators, he laid down his plans 
of supplying Europe with meat foods. 

“The food administrators at Wash- 
ington received the idea as a capital 
one and are highly enthusiastic. 

“We have a packing plant in the 
stockyvards district located at 1446-1452 
West Forty-seventh street and are at 
present arranging and making all nec- 
essary alterations for slaughtering and 
packing horse meat for food purposes.” 

Beneke is to be tried for using the 
mails to defraud. “ Big Otto” was last 
heard of in California, but is under in- 
dictment here. Louis J. Collins, 1454 
Fargo avenue, and Robert Batysta, 
4800 Throop street, are two of the prin- 
cipal witnesses against the “horse 
meat king.” Collins was not only 
duped as a stockholder but acted as an 
agent and sold some stock. He says 
he “even induced my motherin-law to 
invest, it looked so good.” . 


VICTIMS COMPLAIN 


Complaints came in by the hun- 
dreds from buyers of stock in bogus 
companies to the offices of United 
States Attorney Clyne, State's Attor- 
ney Hoyne, and Attorney General 
Brundage yesterday.

Income Tax Returns of 
Over Billion Show U.S. 
Prosperous. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—With 
announcement today that collec- 
dons from the first 25 per cent install- 
gent of income and profits taxes last 
amounted to $1,001,000,000 
gpd might go higher with later re- 
ports, the last financial milestone pre- 
eeding the Victory Liberty loan had 
been passed, and it seems probable 
that the loan will be for approximately 
§6,000,000,000. 

Governors of federal reserve banks 
gttending a conference closing tonight 
‘were told that- although official state- 
ments of the amount of the loan here- 
tofore have referred to it as “five or 
gx billions,” the higher figure was 
nearer correct. Treasury officials to- 
day emphasized, however, that the 
amount of the loan had not actually 
been determined. 

Tax collections of a little more than 
a billion dollars indicated that the to- 
ta] tax yield this year from income and 
profits levies would be more than four 
billions and might feach the. $4,700,- 
000,000 estimate of congress at the time 
of enacting the revenue bill. The ag- 
gregate of first installment payments 
will bring into the treasury only about 
$200,000,000 net at this time, however, 
since $800,000,000 is required to pay 
certificates of indebtedness maturing 
coincidentally with the tax payments. 

“General prosperity throughout the 
country is indicated by the income tax 
returns,” the revenue statement of to- 
day said. 

Need Another Billion Cash. 

In support of the belief that the 
treasury would make six billions the 
goal of the Victory loan campaign, of- 
ficials pointed out that $4,855,000,000 
certificates of indebtedness were out 
standing to be redeemed out of pro- 
ceeds from the loan, and they said that 
probably another billion must be is- 
gued before loan receipts begin to 
pour in. | 

Proceeds from the certificates will 
be required to pay ordinary govern- 


' ment expenses for two months, now 


running at the fate of $1,200,000,000 
month, and to redeem a little more 
than $600,000,000 of certificates falling 
due before May 6. 
Hope for Oversubscription. 

_ Indications now are that unless the 
Victory loan is largely oversubscribed 
the treasury will have to begin within 
a few months after t! campaign to 
market new securities, selling them 
mainly to banks, as a means of meet- 
ing future government expenses. 
These would be in addition to possible 
issues of tax certificates in anticipa- 
tion of the last two installments of 
tax payments Sept. 15 and Dec. 15. 

The total of the first quarter re- 
turns came from sixty-three collection 
districts, nearly all of which showed a 
decided increase over 25 per cent of 
last year’s income tax. Two cities, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, and three 
states, Minnesota, New Mexico, and 
West Virginia, fell behind last year’s 
showing. 

The largest increase in tax deposits 
for the country was revealed in the 


Eighth district of Illinois and in North 


Dakota, both of which returned an in- 
crease of 240 per cent over last year. 

Collections from “lllinois districts 
were: First Illinois district, $72,089,000, 
increase not shown; Fifth. Illinois, $3,- 
856,316, increase over quarterly collec- 
tion for 1917, $2,416,615; Eighth Iili- 
nois, $8,463,395, increase $6,003,105; 
Thirteenth Illinois, $2,559,456, increase 
$361,692.

Unemployment is the greatest cause 
for unrest, the state executives al- 
most unanimously agreed, and where 
it was legally impossible to extend 
state aid in keeping the employment 
agencies open, patriotic citizens, coun- 
cils of defense, Red Cross chapters, 
and commercial clubs wil] take over 
the work. 


GIFTS OF PUBLIC 
PREVENT TIEUP 
+ OF JOB BUREAUS 


Donations Reduce Per 
‘Cent Cut to Small 
Margin. 


Liberal response by the public will 
enable the United States employment 


service to continue its «work only 
slightly handicapped until congress 
convenes and makes an appropriation 
for it. Officially the employment serv- 
ice was curtailed about 80 per cent 
yesterday. Because of generous dona- 
tions its effectiveness will be decreased 
only 20 per cent. : 

Most of the branch offices in Chi- 
cago and downstate will continue to 
operate as before, Mark L. Crawford, 
federal director, declared. 

“The “impression prevails {n some 
quarters that the employment service 
will cease its activities,” he said. “We 
shall continue our work as before 
When congress meets I believe it wil] 
respond to public sentiment and make 
the necessary appropriation. 


Must Discharge Some. 

“We shall be compelled to let some 
members of our force go today, at a 
time. when they are most neded and 
when European countries are expend- 
ing millions of dollars on their free em- 
ployment exchanges.” 

Col. Arthur Woods of the war de- 
partment yesterday declared there ap- 
pears to have arisen a misunderstand- 
ing of the purpose of the emergency 
committee on employment of soldiers 
and sailors organized by the Council 
of National Defense and a mistaken 
belief that the committee has taken 
over the work of the United States em- 
ployment service. 

Col. Woods declared his committee 
was a temporary body and the govern- 
ment departments and boards repre- 
sented on it will not attempt to create 
a substitute employment service or in 
any way take over the functions of 
the federal employment exchanges. 

Will Encourage Work. 

He stated the committee intended to 
give the fullest support to the United 
States employment service and to en- 
courage towns and cities through sub- 
scriptions to carry on the work for re- 
turning soldiers and sa... which tHe 
employment service will be unable to 
finance until congress appropriates the 
necessary money. 

Mr. Crawford said 300 offices through- 
out the country would be financed by 
public and private subscription, and 
that the Ohio legislature yesterday ap- 
propriated $18,000 to operate the 
United States employment offices in the 
state until congress convenes.

SOLDIERS 
THEIR PERIL 


WOOD 


Warns Them That Foes of 
Nation Set Traps 
for Them. 


By special invitation; Lester F. Ry- 
craft, chairman, and Frank Country- 
man, treasurer of the newly organ- 
ized Council of Soldiers, Sailors, and 
Marines, appeared before Gen. Leonard 
Wood, department commander, in the 
army building at 230 East Ohio street, 
yesterday, and Lstened to an earnest 
discourse on enemies of the govern- 
ment, who camouflage themselves in 
the uniforms of men discharged from 
service. 

“These enemies,” the general said, 
“do not hold the same ideals that 
you men hold—the ideals that you 
fought for. But they are trying to 
take advantage of you and other dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors, and marines 
to further their own ends.” 


Tells of Federal Aid. 


Gen. Wood explained to Rycraft and 
Countryman about the special bureau, 
established by the army and the United 
States employment service, for finding 
jobs for men formerly in service; the 
building which had been leased at 
120 West Adams street, and the other 
special facilities that would be avail- 
able there.

I pointed out to him that he was 
getting the same money for three 
weeks less work, but that made no 
noise with him. He wanted more 
money just the same, and asked me 
what good the three weeks’ extra vaca- 
tion would do him. 

“ Ball players figure their salaries by 
the year and not by the week or 
month. I Know, because 1 have been 


ne of them or have dealt with them 


for more than thirty years and the only 
thing they look at in a contract is the 
| place where the total salary is written. 
Consequently any attempt to reduce 
that raises a kick... They would want 
the same coin if the season was re 
duced to two months. Only a club 
which has a lot of young players just 
coming up and anxious to make good 
can save anything on a short season 
To Cover Training Trips. 

“JT am in favor of lengthening the 
players’ contract instead of shortening 
it. Many years ago the National league 
tried out a tweive months contract fo: 
its players, but did not continue it 
There are difficulties in the way of 
such an arrangement, but I beiieve 
the contracts shouid be long enough 
to cover the training trips. That wouid 
increase the cost to the clubs because 
as I Kave said, the player reckons 
his pay by the year and it does not 
matter to him whether he gets it in 
seven months or only four. 

“That would stop all the protests 
we hear from a certain class of play- 


ers against training trips because sal- | 
aries do not start until the season 


‘opens. The wiser men, of course, re- 
alize the necessity of these trips and 
the fact they get their money just 
the same in the end, but not all pilay- 
ers are wise men. The seven months’

NE evening a few months ago, I 
O happened to be on the Twentieth 
Century bound for Chicago. In 
the club car after dinner, whom should 
I run into but my old friend John Cogan.

N the day after we had taken the St. 
Mihiel salient much of our corps and 
army artillery who had operated at St. 

Mihiel and our divisions in reserve at other 
points were already on the move toward the 
area back of the line between the Meuse 
river and ‘_ western edge of the forest of 


~ 


Argonne. ~ 


With the exception of St. Mihiel, the old 
German front line from Switzerland to the 
east of Reims was still iftact: In the gen- 
eral attack planned all along the line, the 
operation assigned the American army as the 
hinge of this allied offensive was directed 
toward the important railroad -communica- 
tions of the German armies through Mezieres 
and Sedan. The enemy must hold fast to 
this part of his lines or the withdrawal of 
his forces with four years’ accumulation of 
plants and material would be dangerously 
imperiled. 

The German army had as yet shown no 
demoralization, and, while the mass of its 
‘troops had suffered in morale, its first class 
divisions. and notably its machine gun de- 
fense were exhibiting remarkable tactful ef- 
ficiency as well’ as courage. The @erman 
genera) staff was fully aware of the conse- 
quences of a success on the M@use-Argonne 
line. Certain that he would do everything 
in his power to oppose us the action was 
planned with as much secrecy as possible, 
and was undertaken with the determination 
to use all our divisions in forcing a decision. 
We expected to draw the best German di- 
visions to our front and consume them, while 
the enemy was held under grave apprehen- 
sion lest our attack should break his line, 
which it was our firm purpose to do. 

Our right flank was protected by the 
Meuse, while Our left embraced the Argonne 
forest, whose ravines, hills, and elaborate de- 
fenses screened by dense thickets had been 
generally considered impregnable. Our or- 
der of battle from right to left was the Third 
corps from the Meuse to Malancourt, with 
the Thirty- third, Eightieth, and Fourth divi- 
sions in line ‘and the Third division as corps 
reserve; the Fifth corps from Malancourt 
to Vauquois, with the Seventieth, Thirty- 
seventh, and Ninety-first divisions in line and 
the Thirty-second division in corps reserve, 
and the First corps, from Vauquois to 
Vienne-le-Chateau, with the Thirty-fifth, 
Twenty-eighth, and Seventy-seventh divisions 
in line and the Ninety-second in corps re- 
serve. The army reserve consisted of the 
First, Twenty-ninth, and Bighty-second divi- 
sions. 

One the night of Sept. 26 our troops quietly 
took the place of the French who thinly held 
the line in this sector, which had long been 
inactive. In the attack which began on the 
26th we drove through the barbed wire en- 
tanglements amd the sea of shell craters 


across No Man's Land, mastering all the first 
line defenses. Continuing on the 27th and 
28th, against machine guns and artillery of 
an increasing number of enemy reserve divi- 
sions, we penetrated to a depth of from three 
to seven miles and took the village of Mont- 
faucon and its commanding hill, and Exer- 
mont, Gercourt, Cuisy, Septsarges, Malan- 
court, Ivoiry, Epinonville, Charpentry, Very, 
and other villages. 

East of the Meuse, one of.our divisions 
which was with the Second Colonial French 
corps captured Marcheville and Rieville, giv- 
ing further protection to the flank of our 
main body. We had taken 10,000 prisoners; 
we had gained our point of forcing the battle 
into the open, and were prepared for the 
enemy’s reaction, which was bound to come, 
as he had good roads and ample railroad 
facilities for bringing up his artillery and re- 
serves. . 

In the chill rain of dark nights our en~- 
gineers had to build new roads across spongy, 
shell torn areas, repair broken roads beyond 
No Man’ s Land, and build bridges. Our gun- 
ners, with no thought of sleep, put their 
shquiders to wheels and drag ropes to bring 
their guns through the mire in support of 
the infantry now under the increasing fire of 
the enemy’s artillery. Our attack had taken 
the enemy by surprise, but, quickly recover- 
ing himself, he began fierce counter attacks 
in strong force, supported by heavy bombard- 
ments with large quantities of gas. From 
Sept. 28 until Oct. 4 we maintained the of- 
— against patches of woods defended by 
snipers and continuous lines of machine 
guns, and pushed forward our guns and 
transport, seizing strategica! points in prep- 
aration for further attacks. 

We made steady headway in the almost im- 
penetrable and strongly held Argonne for- 
est, for, despite his reinforcements, it was our 
army that was doing the driving. Our air- 
craft was increasing in skill and numbers 
and forcing the issue, and our infantry and 
artillery were improving rapidly with each 
new experience. The replacements fresh 
from home were put into exhausted divisions 
with little time for training, but they had 
the advantage of serving beside men who 
knew their businéss and who had almost be- 
come veterans overnight. 

The enemy had taken every advantage of 
the terrain, which especially favored the de- 
fense, by a prodigal “use of machine guns 
manned by highly trained veterans and by 
using his artillery at short ranges. In the 
face of such strong frontal positions we 
should have been unable to accomplish any 
progress according to previously accepted 


standards, but I had every confidence insour 


aggressive tactics and the courage of our 
troops. | 
On Oct. 4 the attack was renewed all along 


our front. The Third corps, tilting to the 
left, followed the Brieulles-Cunel road; our 
Fifth corps took Gesnes, while along the ir- 
regular valley of the Aire river and in the 
wooded hills of the Argonne that border the 
river, used by the enemy with all his art 
and weapons of defense, the First corps ad- 
vanced for over two miles. This sort of fight- 
ing continued against an enemy striving to 
hold every foot of ground and whose sttong 
counter attacks challenged us at every point. 

On the 7th, the First corps captured Chatel- 
Chehery and continued along the river to 
Cornay. On the east of the Meuse sector, one 
of the two divisions codperating with the 
French captured Consevoys and the Hau- 
mont woods. On the 9th, the Fifth corps, in 
its progress up the Aire, took Fleville, and 
the Third corps, which had continuous fight- 
ing against odds, was working its way 
through Brieulles and Cunel. Qn the 10th we 
hag cleared the Argonne forest of the enemy. 

It was now necessary to constitute a Sec- 
ond army, and on Oct. 10 the immediate com- 
mand of the First army was turned over to 
Lieut. Gen. Hunter Liggett. The command 
of the Second army, whose divisions occupied 
a sector in the Woevre, wag given to Lieut. 
Gen. Robert L. Bullard, who had been com- 
mander of the First division and then of the 
Third corps. Maj. Gen. Dickman was trans- 
ferred to the command of the First corps, 
while the Fifth corps was placed under Maj. 
Gen. Charles P. SummeralH, who had recently 
esmennntet the First division. Maj. Gen. 
John L.. Hines, who had gone rapidly up from 
regimental to division commander, was as- 
signed to the Third corps. These four officers 
had been in France from early days of the 
expedition and had learned their Tessons in 
the school of practical warfare. 

Our eonstant pressure against the enemy 
brought day by day more prisoners, mostly 
survivors from machine gun nests captured 
in fighting at close quarters. On Oct. 18 
there was very fierce fighting in the. Caures — 
woods, east of the Meuse, and in the Ormont 
wood. On the 14th the First corps took St. 
Juvin, and the Fifth corps, by hand to hand 
encounters, entered the formidable Kriem- 
hilde line, where the enemy had hoped to 
check us indefinitely. Later the Fifth corps 
penetrated further the Kriemhilde line, and 
the First corps took Champigneulles and the 
important town of Grand Pre. Our dogged 
offensive was wearing down the enemy, who 
continued desperately to throw his best 
troops against us, thus weakening his line 
in front of our allies and making their ad- 
vance less difficult. 

On the 23d, the Third and Fifth corps 
pushed northward to the level of Bantheville. 
While we continued to press forward and 
throw back the enemy’s violent counter at- 
tacks with great loss to him, the regrouping 
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of our forces was under way for the final 
assault. Evidences of loss of morale by the 
enemy gave our men more confidence in at- 


_tack and more fortitude in enduring the fa- 


tigue of incessant effort and hardships of 
very inclement weather. 

With comparatively well rested divisions 
the final advance in the Meuse-Argonne front 
was begun on_Nov. 1. Our, increased artil- 
lery force acquitted itself magnificently in 
support of the advance, and the enemy broke 
before the determined infantry which by its 
persistent fighting of the last weeks and the 
dash of this attack had overcome his will to 
resist. The Third corps took Aincreville, 
Doulon, and Andevanne, and the Fifth corps 
took Landres-et‘St. Georges and pressed 
through stccessive lines of resistance to 
Bayonville and Chennery. On the 2d, the 
First corps joined in the movement which 
now became an impetuous onslaught that 
could not be stayed. 

On the 34d, advance troops were hurried 
forward in pursuit, some by motor trucks, 


while the artillery pressed along the country 


roads close behind. The First corps reacted 
Authe and Chattillon-sur-Bar, the Fifth corps 
Fosse and Nouart, and the Third corps 
Halles, penetrating the enemy’s line to a 
depth of twelve miles. Our large calibre 
guns had advanced and were skillfully 
brought into position to fire upon the im- 


‘portant railroad lines at Montmedy, Longu- 


yon, and Conflans. Our Third corps crossed 
the Meuse on the 5th and the other corps, in 
full confidence that the day was theirs, 
eagerly cleared the way of machine guns as 
they swept northward, maintaining complete 
coérdination throughout. On the 6th, a di- 
vision of the First corps reached a point on 


the Meuse opposite Sedan, twenty-five miles 


from our line of departure. The strategical 


goal which was our highest hope was gained. 
We had cut the enemy’s main line of com- 
munications, and nothing but surrender or 
an armistice could save his army from com- 
plete disaster. 


In all, forty-four enemy divisions had been 
used against us in the Meuse-Argonne bat- 
tle. Between Sept. 26 and Nov. 6 we took 
16,059 prisoners and 468 guns on this front. 
Our divisions engaged were the First, Sec- 
ond, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Twenty-sixth, 
Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirty-seeond, 
Thirty-third, Thirty-fifth, Thirty-seventh, 
Forty-second, Seventy-seventh, Seventy- 
eighth, Seventy-ninth, Eightieth, Bighty-sec- 
ond, Eighty-ninth, Ninetieth, and Ninety-first. 

Many of our divisions remained in line for 
a length of time that required nerves of steel, 
while others were sent in again after only a 
few days of rest. The First, Second, Fifth, 
Twenty-sixth, Forty-second, Seventy-seventh, 
Seventy-ninth, Bightieth, HKighty-ninth, and 
Ninetieth were in the line twice. Although 
some of the divisions were fighting their first 
battle, they soon became equal to the best.

Ink Stain on White Waist. 

“Could you tell me how to remove an 

ink stain from my white waist? 

Perhaps the most common stain and 
at the same time one of the most dif- 
ficult that we have to deal with is ink. 
[If it were possibie for ws to know the 
composition of the particular ink 
which has caused the damage it would 
then be a comparatively simple matter 
to remove the spot. In the first place, 
cold water should be applied, and often 
it will wash out a fresh ink stain. 
Here, as in the treatment of all other 
stains, gentle means should be used 
first. If cold water is ineffective, then 
lemon juice and salt or milk is the 
next to try. Using lemon juice and 
salt the stain is covered with a paste 
made of the two and placed in the sun- 
shine. If the stain is not removed be- 
fore it has dried more lemon juice 
should be added.

THE VICTORIAN PERIOD. 
~ E not scornful of the wax bou- 
quet in its high oval glass case. 
The little old footstool with its 
cover done in cross stitch has, 
evidently, gone back into the past and 
brought its flowers with it. Is it pos- 
Sibie then that the whatnot will re- 
turn? 

Anything is possible, since the an- 
tique hunters are keen on the scent 
of Victorian relics. The whatnot 
stands for a period in matters mo- 
biliary when quantity of ornamenta- 
tho Was consi 1 more important 
than quality. The whatnot was the 
tenement in which dwelt all the knick- 
knacks gathered by the family—yea, 
even the pink shells from the seashore, 
Maud, and souvenirs from Niagara 
Falls. 

In those days the gentle housewife 
was most particular about the ducting, 
and every morning each one of these 
treasures was care ‘ully po’ hed with 
chamois or cheesecloth. B_ the gen- 
tle housewife floated naively through 
a lifetime of domcsti. equanimity and 
composure. Existence was not com- 
plex then. She wasn’t out reading 
papers on Browning, mixing up with 
pol‘tics, putting o-er municipal im- 
provement plans, establish public 
playgrounds, o looking -fter the rec- 
reation pro,rams of prctperous v'ork- 
ing girls. No, she had tifne for her 
whatnot, which was a’ sort of family 


pet. 

We willingly accept that from the 
Victorian period, which happens to be 
beautiful; for the rubbish we have 
only a bah and a bye-bye. I# the little 
dog chances to be a quite wonderful 
china dog, he may crouch upon the 
mantelpiece and be welcome, but he 
must be ve .y doggie indeed, if not 
more so, to catch our attention these 
days when our eyes 4 3 open to the 
real and closed to the counterfeit. 
Theré ts much in the old stuff tl...c is 
quaint, and much that is worthy, but 
this does not mean that every old bit 
of rubbish once treasured by Aunt 
Jane or Cousin Martha should be 
given a display place of honor. It is 
like the revival of samplers and queer- 
ly embroidered pieces in which roses 
were always of bright ruc and leaves 
of bright green; the mass of it was 
not worth the endless hours spent 
upon it, and yet an occusional design 
thrills with its charm. 

The sudden interest in marble is 
another expression of the Victorian 
mode. Beautiful consoles for the hall 
have marble tops, placed in frames of 
marqueterie or lacquered woods. 

These old things are subject to re- 
arrangement and readjustment. In 
fact, we take the old material and put 
it in new form. For instance, in one 
_studio we find a pair of old carriage 
lamps transformed into stunning light- 
ing fixtures for the hall.

trick of the decorators is to translate 
old trays into serving tables for the 
dining room or tea tables for the sun- 
room. Stunning old vases, too clumsy 
for general use in a small apartment, 
give themselves gloriously in the light- 
ing scheme and are presto-changed 
into lamps of beauty and distinction. 


Old cupboards, with painted interiors, . 


are turned inside out, like a discarded 
garment, and make attractjve screens 
for the dining room. Candlest#cks of 
glass are subjected to hand decorat- 
ing and then topped off with shades 
of white lace and embroidery shades 
that go into the washtub—and these 
grace the dressing table.

A little 
bit of Victorian ‘stuff fills up a vast 
space; you cannot crowd in more than 
a suggestion. The mode of today tends 
toward simplicity and sweeps far away 
from clutter; we have learned from the 
Japanese the charm of bare wide 
spaces, and this has given us a real 
delight in the process of elimination. 
That which is worthy remains; to the 
rest, oblivion. There must be suffi- 
cient decoration to contribute that ele- 
ment that we call hominess, for lack 
of a better word, but no more than 
sufficient. 

It is not surprising that the wax 
flowers have come back Some of them 
are beautiful, though most of us look 
at them as curiosities of delicate crafts- 
manship and wonder how they ever 
were put together. But why not wax 
flowers, since the linen posies and the 
parchment bouquets, not to mention 
beautiful artificial and everlasting 
blooms, are so popular? There was a 
reason for their coming, too; it was 
the coal famine of 1917-’18 when hot- 
house blossoms became scarce and ex- 
pensive. Why buy those that fade in 
a day when one can possess florettes 
that last through the months and the 
years? 

In fine china you will find plenty of 
good 1840 patterns—china candlesticks, 
showing small youngsters carrying 
bouquets, with al fresco growths twin- 
ing about and around; funny squatty 
compotes bordered with glass flowers, 
china frames for pictures, and queer

or “Mary 8. Jones,” except, of. course, 
those letters of a more intimate na- 


ture to her family and dear friends, to 


whom she is “ Mary.” She may, if she 
likes, write “Mrs. Robert Jones” in 
parenthesis below the signature, in or- 
der to designate the proper return ad- 
dress. 

In the telephone book or city direc- 
tory she is “ Mrs. Robert H. (or Mrs. R. 
H.) Jones”; for her calling cards, her 
full name, “Mrs. Robert Harold 
Jones,” is correct: 

In the case of an unmarried girl or 
woman practically the same precepts 
apply, her difficulties being much sim- 
plified since her. choice of names is 
limited to one. The prefix “ Miss” is 
used only to indicate her address and 
on her visiting cards. 

When registering at a hotel a mar- 
ried woman signs her name “ Mrs. R.

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CHILD’S HAT. 


It is hard to choose from the many 
pretty hats which are shown this 
spring for the “little women” of 8 to 
14. They are of the loveliest and 
warmest of the rainbow’s colors, and 
fruits and flowers abound in their trim- 
ming. 

The attractive little “poke” shown 
in the picture is of bright red straw 
braid, trimmed with narrow navy blue 
grosgrain ribbon and ripening red and 
white cherries. It is easily made and 
the material required is not expensive. 


The directions follow: Take the 
buckram shape and with thé straw 


braid (which you can use in any color; 
not necessarily red) begin at the cen- 
ter top of the crown and tack on the 
braid. (This is shown in Fig. 1.) Con- 
tinue to sew the braid, going round 
and round, row after row, until the 
entire outer side of the shape is cov- 
ered. Be sure you tack the braid se- 
curely, but do not tighten the thread 
too much, as it will break through the 
glazed surface otherwise. The thread 
must naturally be self-shade, as each 
tack comes through each .scallop of 
the braid, when it is properly sewed. 

Now start covering the under sur- 
face, beginning at the inner back for 
this facing. The tacking of this braid- 
ing will have to be done carefully, as 
the stitches otherwise will come 


through to the other, or upper, side. 


(This is shown in Fig. 2.) Finish off ter of the lower bow, arranging them 
both the upper and lower straw néatly, 80 that they lie close to the brim. (This 


running the clipped ends beneath the 18 shown in Irig. 5.) 


row just above the last one. 

With the shape now 
braided bind and tack here and there 
the blue grosgrain ribbon, finishing 
the upper band with a double loop bow 
in the front and the lower band with 
a single bow and streamers. (This is 
shown in Fig. 3.) 

In the center of t:e tpper front 
looping firmly sew the larger bunch 
of cherries, arranging them so that the 
larger portion of the fruit falls down 
towards the lower band. (This is shown 
in Fig. 4.) :

HIS is the moment of the year

There are nasty looking perils in the 
rushing overflow. Millions of people, 
plain, simple, earnest folk—think that 
their only chance of rescue lies in 
reaching and climbing on to a raft 
labeled, “ League of Nations.” Others, 
bfficially known as leaders, are shout- 
ing warnings, declaring that the raft, 
though right in theory, is badly built. 
They haven't as yet produced another, 
more seaworthy bark, however, so the 
flood tossed people cry: “ Calk up the 
seams; make this oaraft seaworthy! 
We must get out of this raging tor 
rent, back to dry land, and to our daily 
work and play.” 

Patience, friends! We shall in due 
time be cast up on some strange shore 
“if we're not first entirely engulfed 
and submerged by the bolshevistio 
undertow tugging now at our toes and 
knees. The floods will subside, leay- 
Ing a rich deposit of silt out of which 
will grow a new civilization. To be 
sure, we may not live to see it, but it 
will come just the same. . 

In the new order of things there 
won't be such a great distance be 
tween the upper and lower strata of 
society as heretofore. There won’t be 
BO many waiting on and serving so 
few. There are already many signs 
of this change of standards in the 
matter of service. An amusing in- 
stance of this is a rapidly growing 
system of shops in smaller towns, 
called “shopeterias,” where the cus- 
tomer waits on himself as he does ina

Quick to Forget. 


I think no class of people deserves 
more credit than the faithful ones 
who are going on with war relief 
work, now that the sustaining emo- 
tion of active warfare is withdrawn. 
It was a very different affair to give 
your time, strength, and sympathy to 
the succor of our soldiers and sailors 
when every day’s newspapers were 
full of accounts of battles and cam- 
paigns and hardships, from giving tlre 
same spiritual and bodily energy to 
the succor of men who perhaps never 
got as far as France. Yet the latter 
often need it more than if they had 
got to the actual battle line. 

We Americans are making too quick 
a recovery from the war’s impact. It's 
a common phrase that the war didn’t 
last long enough to do us much good 
as a people. The men cpme back from 
the dangers,- discomforts, and dreari- 
ness of their sojoirns in Europe with 
eager -anticipatuons of their welcome 
here. De they find us all on the curb 
waiting to receive them with open 
arms? They do not. They see hordes 
of men hurrying to make money and 
hordes of women hurrying to spend it. 

The writer, welcoming a returned 
warrior, who had seen many historical 
battles, said, “I want so much to hear 
all about your adventures.” 

He smiled and replied, “ So every one 
says, but nobody stops long enough to 
listen.”

Growing Feeling of Resentment. 

No wonder Gen. Wood and others 
report a growing feeling of resentment, 
and a tendency to self-assertion on the 
part of the returned soldier. He comes 
back to us feeling that his country- 
men owe him a better living than he 
made before he went away, or than 
the man who stayed at home makes. 
very one admits this, probably, but 
not every one acts accordingly. 

Certain incidents would seem to tfn- 

dicate, however, that it is more a 
question of degree than of theory that 
separates the disgruntled ex-soldier 
‘from his would-be employer. One of 
the latter tells of an interview with 
one of his former employés, a soldier, 
who had returned to civil life and 
came to him to get back his job. 

“Certainly I'll take you back,” he 
said, “and J’ll pay you $125 a month 
instead of the $100 I used to pay you.” 

“Indeed you wont!” was the em- 
phatic response. “Do you suppose 
that I'll take less than $175 a month 
after I’ve risked my life for my coun- 
try while you stayed safely at home?” 
Not much! ” 

An appeal was recently made at the 
Khaki and Blue club by a large mail 
order house for twenty-two men for 
a temporary job, which was to do 
cataloging for six hours a day, six 
days in the week, for $18 a week, with 
one day off in ten to look for a job. 
Out of the 500 men appealed to only 
two could be induced to take up the 


offer. 


At the Hospital Ship. 

To return to the faithful workers 
who are ministering to our men in 
uniform, a visit to the Great Lakes 
Naval Training station in the fierce 
March rains of last Monday gave an 
interesting glimpse of that wonder- 
ful institution’s many activities. Al- 
though last summer’s high water 


mark of 47,000 men has been reduced 


to between 10,000 and 15,000 men, the 
station is still a busy hive of youth 
and energy. It is constantly receiv- 
ing recruits from our western farm. 
ing districts and turning them into 
sailors for the high seas. 

The “hospital ship,” as they call 
the congregation of buildings, wards, 
nurses’ homes, Red Cross convalescent 
house, medical mess, and so forth 
which are dedicated to ill and wounded 
sailors—-was the especial object of this 
visit. It’s an up to date establishment, 
with 134 nurses, a full complement 
of doctors, surgeons and orderlies, a 
perfectly equipped operating room, 
tay room, and laboratory, and at 
‘present about 1,000 patients.

Dur- 
ing the terrible “flu” epidemic last 
autumn, when nine hundred of our 
fine lads there died, for three weeks 
she was on guard every night at this 
convalescent house from 10 to 6 to 
look after the families of the stricken 
men, who were there given shelter. 

The place was filled with cots where 
mothers, fathers, sisters, and wives 
slept. Over each bed was pasted the 
name of the occupant.

southern states to the extreme north; 
their work consists of putting up and 
repairing harvesting machinery. 

Farming, like every other industry 
or profession, has developed rapidly. 
There are many old time ideas which 
still prevail, however, and many stil! 
maintain that the way to learn farm- 
ing is to go out on a farm and work. 
Likewise, it used to be the custom for 
a boy who wished to be a doctor to 
go into a doctor’s office, and there, by 
reading and observation, he acquired 
an adequate knowledge of medicine. 
A lawyer was trained in much tho 
same way. 

Medical and law schools gradually 
emerged from these primitive methods, 
but agricultural schools have not fully 
established their claims. There are 
those who stil] maintair¥ that the schoo! 
of unguided experience still gives the 
best education in farming. How much 
education does pay a farmer, however, 
is now being answered in many dif- 
ferent ways. 

A few years ago the Missouri College 


of Agriculture conducted a survey of 


656 farms in Johnson county, Mo. 
Among these farmers 554 had only a 
district school education, while 102 
had received a great deal more than 
that. It was found that the better 
educated farmers were operating 33 
per cent more land and that they 
owned four-fifths of the land they 
operated, as against three-fifths owned 
by those with only district school edu- 
cation. They kept one-sixth more 
stock, wétked 14 per cent more lar)’ 
per workman, and earned 71 per cent 
more clear labor income per year. 

A study of education and farm in- 
come made a few years ago in New 
York state brought forth the fact that 
of 1,303 farmers in four townships no 
college graduate had been reduced to 
the position of a renter, and that 
among the renters 83 per cent had at 
most only a district school education. 


Prof. O. R. Johnson, tn concluding 
his report, says: “ While other fac- 


tors have played some part in’ the 
greater earning capacity of the educat- | 
ed farmer, yet from a careful study of | 
the organization of his business it, 
appears that education must ha’ 
played a large part in his greater 
earning capacity.”

ease as a form ef meningitis. There fs 
always an increase of meningitis in war 
times, and this disease sometimes runs 
@ course far different from that which 
is regarded as typical. Then effort was 
made to prove that it was a form of in- 
fantile paralysis differing from the typi- 
cal form of this disorder in that it gen- 
erally affected adults, did not have aymp- 
toms typical of infantile paralysis, and 
that {ft left no after paralysis. Never- 


ence had a long editorial in which it was 
argued that the disease was a form of 
infantile paralysis. 

The name—lIethargio encephalitis— 
means {nflammation of the brain char 
acterized clinically by a considerable de- 
gree of stupor. Among other names giv- 
en it are infective ophthalmoplegia, acute 
encephalitis, toxic ophthalmoplegia, bo- 
tulism meningitis, acute poliomyletis, {n- 
fantile paralysis and Heine-Medin dis- 
ease. 
Among the symptoms quoted by the 
Journal of the American Medical asso- 
“The pa- 
tient while in ordinary health begins to 
be languid and drowsy with or without 
other symptoms. In a few hours or days 
the weakness has ! ased and indeed 
may amount to complete prostration so 


that he lies helpless in bed and can hard- 


ly move a muscle. Now the drowsiness 
becomes more marked and deepens into 
lethargy. Fever may be alent or it 
may be present from the first, become 
severe and persist. Cerebral excitement 
and delirium have been prominent fea- 
tures in some cases. There may be 
drooping of the eyelids, paralysis of the 
muscles of the eyeballs, nystagmus or 
ating movements of the eyeballs, 
paralysis of some of the muscles of the 
face, difficulty tn enunciating and dim 
culty in swallqwing. In many cases there 
are muscle t ors, at times tn one limb 
and at times in another, the location and 
extent never being uniform.” 


The disease rarely attacks any except 
persons over twenty years of sega, It 
seldom attacks two members of the same 
family. It is difficult to preve that it 
is contagious in any sense, In the main 
it is a disease of the late winter and early 


sfring. 

Pothier reports a small epidemic of 
the disease which appearea among sol- 
diers at Camp Lee the latter part of 
October, 1918. The first case was a cor- 
poral who had influenza six weeks be- 
fore. He first noticed that he was see- 
ing double and that he had some difficul- 
ty in swallowing. He was conscious, ra- 
tional and free from fever except during 
@ part or one day. After a day or two 
the man developed some difficulty tin 
breathing. Five days after he was taken 
sick and died. The autopsy proved tnat 
the man did not have meningitis or in- 
fantile paralysis. There seemed to be 
an inflammation of the brain substance 
itself. Here was a man without fever 
or rapid pulse, without aches or pains, 


yet dyimg at the end of five days.

The next day after case No. 4 appeared 
a private came to the hospital on whom 
the doctor made the diagnosis on the 
strength of a low fever and vertigan A 
week later another private was thought 
to have the disease because of nausea, 
headache, vertigo and double vision. The 

in tgs case ranged between 
98 and 100. 

Case No. 7 was a lieutenant whe had 
vertigo, drowsiness, double vision, and 
sénsitiveness to light. 

Case to No. 8 had vertigo, weakness, 
great drowsinesa, delirium, difficulty in 
swallowing and paralysis of the left side 
of the face. 


It may «28 doubtful whether all these 
cases were lethargic encephalitis, but 
some of them were, and the most typical 
case in the list was the first one seen. 
Having watched that case through, and 
made an autopsy on it, his opinion as to 
atypical cases is better shan that of any 
one who has not seen any cases of the 
disease. If the eight cases were lethargic 
encephalitis two facts are established. 
One is that the disease may a very 
mild course. Only one out of ef—ht cases 
in this series and some of the Gases 
were very slightly sick. 

In the earlier part of the French epi- 
G@emio one-half the cases died. In the 
early part of the British epidemic 20 per 
cent of the cases were fatal. 

The second point established is that we 


have had the disease In the United States. 


since last October. This proves that it 
spreads slowly. In two cases reported by 
Marie from Ftance there was double 
vision, headache, drooping of the eyelids, 
somnolence, lethargy, and slight fever. 
One of these cases diod en the ninth day. 
The other lay tn a state of almost com- 
plete coma for. seven weeks and then 
died. 

The Journal of the American Medical 
Association refers to cases that sleep for 
three months, during which bed sores de- 
veloped, but which later recovered com- 
pletely. 

The reports are that when the disease 
terminates in recovery there !s no perma- 
nent paralysis and no wasting, as there ts 
after infantile paralysis. There is no loss 
of the sight or hearing, as there its after 
meningitis. 

There are song who hold that the dis 
ease is really @ modified meningitis in 
which, however, the meningicoccus at- 
tacks the brain and not the meninges, 
but a 
the ey@Dalls do not shrivel and the hear- 
is@ot lost, as so frequently happens in 
meningitis. 

Cases of this disease should be reported 
to the health department. The physician 
connected with that organization sfiould 
be given the opportunity to léarn what 
they can about the new disease. 

Probably about the same precautions as 
are employed to prevent the spread of 
meningitis will be employed. The treat- 
ment must only be symptomatic

Boscobel, Wis., March 17.—({Editor of 
The Tribune.)—There has been so much 
written about the Injustice of military 
courts martial during the war that the 
average civilian is likely to form the 
opinion that the entire system is‘wrong 
and that its complete abandonment with 
the subsa@itution of a system more like

The tarif? commission Dill was introduced 
in the house on Feb. 1, 1916, by Representa- 
tive Rainey of [linois. Again on March 28, 
1916, it was introduced in a modified form, 
and after some further revision on the part 
of the senate was passed during the life of 
the Sixty-fourth congress and approved by 
the president on Sept. 8. 1916. “4 

The commission is composed of @&x mem- 
bers appointed by the president, with the 
approval of the senate, and in exercising this 
power of appointment he is to see that not 
more than three members are of the same 


political party. The first commission mem- * 


bers, who were appointed in April, 1917, 
were to hold office for terms of two, four, 
six, eight, ten. and twelve years respectively, 
but their successors will be appointed for 
terms of twelve years. 

The commission investigates the 
tration and fiscal and industrial effects of 
customs laws. the relation between duty 
rates on raw material and finished or unfin- 
ished produc, looks after the operation of 
customs laws. It may also investigate tariff 
Selations between this country and foreign 
countries, commercial treaties, economic alli- 
ances, etc. 

The commiston ts solely a body for inves- 
tigation and is without administrative power.

He had science, 
be had magnetism, and he elected to become the social 
tistorian of the nineteenth century France and after, 
the greatest somancer that ever lived, and the profoundest 
sychologist since Dante. His “Human Comedy” {is un- 
ensciously modeled upon “ The Divine Comedy,” and con- 
ins its inferno, purgatory, though not its paradise, unless 
the dazzling seventh heaven of “ Seraphita” be considered 
an equivalent for Dante’s supremely ecstatic vision. But 
the various circles Of the inferno transposed to Paris, with

ODIN alone has interpreted Balzac. As for novelists 
who followed him, they fairly nest in his books, 
draw their nourishment from them, and build their 
souls in his gast reservoir of spiritual certitudes. The 
swiftest way to descrihe Balzac is to enumerate the nega- 
tions of his contemporaries and successors. All they lacked 
ind lack he had in such amazing abundance that compart- 
gon is not only absurd, it is cruel and brutal. - 


Surely Wagner must have read Balzac, whose musical 
romance “Gambara,” was finished in June, 1837, and there 
are things in it that may have anticipated Hector Berlioz. 
However, the key to the book is not any particular person- 
ality, but its prevailing passion; Balzac always searched for 
the master passion in the lives of humans. Given the 
clew note, he developed his theme into symphonic propor- 
‘tions. His characters are charged with the electric vitality 
of their creator. It is Andrea’s love of intrigue that leads 
him to follow the beautiful Marianna, wife of the com- 
poser, Gambara—a fantastic being worthy of Hoffmann. He 
fs an Italian in Paris who wrote a mass for the anniversary 
of Beethoven's death, also an opera, “Mahomet.” 


And what an Bera! Has*such a score ever been dreamed 
of by. any composer? Gambara is a poor man, looked upon 
isa lunatic, living in an Italian cookshop kept by Giardini 
—one é Balzae’s delightful discoveries. All Balzac pul- 
fates with discovery. Born at Cremona, Gambara studied 
music, especially the art of orchestration. For him music 
was a science and an art, for him a group af tones were 
definite ideas, not merely vibrations that agitate our nerv- 
tis centers. Music has the power of restoring us to our- 
elves, of telling secrets of sex long buried in our sub- 
consciousness. 
By comparison the other arts are too obvious, too ex- 
cit. Fancy a writer of fiction delving into the philosophy 
music more than eighty years ago! But like all great 
mystics, Balzac saw the edges of reality in sharper relief 
han,any realist. | 
“Mahomet ” is a triology, the poem by Gambara himself. 
Mark this modern detail. It contained “The Martyrs,” 
“Mahomet,” and “ Jerusalem Delivered "—the God of the 
vest, the God of the east, and the struggles of religious 
" €ets about the sacred tomb.

‘Ing closer to the tiny grate fire. 


To you with your feet on the steam radiator the idea of 
a constantly shivering Britaln may have its humorous 
aspects. Aqpually the scarcity of fuel has done more than 
merely make people uncomfortable. It Mas, medical men 
say, seriously lowered the vitality of many people, particu- 
larly the elderly and those not naturally strong, and ren- 
dered them susceptible to the attacks of such diseases as 
the “flu” and resulting pneumonia, the third recurreat 
wave of which this year {is now sweeping over the islands 
this month, with long and increasing lists of deaths. 

And the food. Even at his best the British cook is no 
artist. He will roast a “ joint,” boil a potato, prepare some 
sort of a soggy bag.pudding, which meal will furnish plenty 
of solid and. substantial nourishment, but that is about his 
limit. 
Imagine him with nothing in the way of raw materiais 
but “offal,” a little cornmeal, half endugh wheat flour, a 
mere trace of butter, a few teaspoonfuls of sugar, no fruit, 
a few slices of bacon from America so salty that it can 
hardly be swallowed! 


ONDITIONS are slightly better now, but when I first 
came to London last December one went from one 
high priced hotel to another trying in vain to get 

a meal at once appetizing and satisfyings Even where good 
French chefs were in charge and where one paid $5 for a 
simple meal without wine, it was apparently impossible to 


find anything that we at home would call fit to eat. Eng-. 


lish people have been living that way for more than three 
years artd each year the restrictions have been getting 
more severe. 


So drastic has been the combing out of men for the' 


armies that almost every business was left short, handed, 
or, as the British put it, “ understaffed.” The result was 
that the householder could not get many jobs done at all. 
If the plumbing went to pieces one went without. Until 
the last month it took four or five weeks to get laundry 
done, and it was favor of the greatest for any laundry to 
accept a new customer. 

I have been in London the greater part of two months. 
One thing with which I am particularly struck is the fact 
that the faces of the great crowds passing back and forth 
on the streets of London are unsmiling. Almost always 
the faces, particularly those of the women, are drawn and 


deeply lined. A face with’even a trace of a‘smile is so rare 


as to be remarkable. I didn’t know the London crowd 
before the war, but people who did say there has been a 
great change in the last five years. 

I do not wonder at it. The longer I stay here the more 
I realize—and that only dimly—what the British people 
have enured and suffered and accomplished in the war. 

Now, J] don’t want some ass to sneer and say that I am 
becoming an Anglophile, that I am succumbing to British 
flattery and compliment. In the first place, I have had 
none. Chicago may as well realize that the average Eng- 
lishman hardly knows there is such a town and e¢ares less. 
And at the risk of being discourteous I am going to say 


that to me personally the English is a most unsympathetic 


race. 

But any man with eyes who spends even a few weeks in 
Great Britain -without recognizing the strength, the pa- 
tience, the endurance, the determination, and the quiet self- 
confidence of the British people is simply a fool.

TEMPEST was stirred up last week in our literary 
teacup’by Robert Nichols’ suggestion that England 
liked American poets when they were most American 
and least imitative of the English. It was taken to mean 
that England wanted us to be jackanapes, to fiddle for 
‘them a raucous “ Arkansas Traveler,” because thus only 
‘could we be thoroughly American. I am sure that he 
meant nothing of the sort 
I have just finished reading “ The Great Hunger” [Motf- 
fat-Yard], a great novel by Johan Bojer, a Norwegian, and 
it has made clear to me what an artist like Robert Nichols 
means, when he says he wishes that we would be American 
poets and not just poets. He wants us to hold the stetho- 
scope of art to the vibrant, pounding human heart of 
America, not toa mummy. We will hear the heart of the 
world as it thumps. Just that thing Johan Bojer has done 
in “‘The Great Hunger,” which is one of the biggest novels 
I have ever read. Peer, in his search for the meaning of 
life and God and_the universe is Evryman, and yet he ts 
uniquely Norwegian. No one buta ‘Norwegian could have 
written “ The Great Hunger,” and yet it is a theme which 
is peculiar to every race. | 
There are a few pages in “The Great Hunger” which 
‘ere as fine, both for their literary and spiritual inspira- 
tion as the inspirational chapters of the Bible, and as uni- 
versal in their appeal. But, as the Bible has its roots in 
the soll of the Hebrews, so “ The Great Hunger” takes its 
nourishment from the sparse soil of the Norwegians, and in 
that sense does Robert Nichols, himself at the same time 
a typially English and universal poet, wish that American 
literature were more fundamentally American.

The Theaters 


By Percy Hatttnond. 


OW much more de luxe and splendid is “ Scandal” in the movies than 
it is upon the theater’s petty stage. 

Over at the Garrick they play it with little else than a bed in the 
way of scenery; but if you drop in to your favorite Gem or Bijou when Miss 
Constance Talmadge is acting it, you will find that she is using a large 
section of the Pacific coast as her scenic investiture. 

Four boards and a trestle! In the movie “Scandal” they have steam 
yachts, dories, launches, motor boats, and automobiles. The levers’ trysts are 
in stupendous gardens. ‘The butler walks half a mile to cross a drawing room, 
The ocean is among the scenes, and even the tide is employed as a “ prop.” 
Troths are plighted upon a terrace more majestic than the famous promenade 
in St. Germain; and the chamber in which the heroine goes to bed is longer 
and wider and higher than the Coliseum. | 


— 


One wonders which is the more efficacious. When Mr. Cherry, at the 


Garrick refers to his yacht, the “Galatea” you do not doubt that he has 
such a boat, for Mr. Cherry is good at the minutie of affluence. Still, you 
have to take his word for it. Mr. Browne of the movies is silent about his 
ship, but he shows it to you, and in motion—with the captain, the sailors, and 
the tea tabie spread luxuriously under the awning, aft. ; 

The spoken drama excels, however, a moment later. When Mr. Browne 
kisses Miss Talmadge it is a mere adumbration, the wraith of a kiss, having 
no cling to it nor substance. It is an outburst of photography rather than 
of passion. It is as spurious as a yacht would be on the Garrick’s puny 
stage. But when Mr. Cherry kisses Miss Larrimore it is more real than Mr. 
Browne's steamboat because it is a kiss, not the photograph of a kiss. Be 


than one may upon the films. 


Therein is a difference between the spoken play and the photographis. 
The cinema lover may roll along in his motor through fragrant Californian 
roadways, en route to a rendezvous with his heart’s desire. He may alight 
from his car with great nonchalance, and, with the winged feet of the lena, 
ascend hundreds of the wide stone steps which are the Jacob’s ladder to his 
Paradise. Momentous butlers may take his coat, hat, and stick, and he may 
float swiftly down miles of opulent hallway to an apartment cosmic in 
dimensions, and as full of bric-a-brac as the Field Museum is of specimens. 

But when he gets ‘there he is through. His shadowy arms encircle an 
outline. His mute lips move in futile aspiration to sound his emotions. He 
is, as Cassandra uttering a propbecy, no good. He is a shallow hint, a 
facade, an effigy whose blood is sepia intsead of red. A wax figure in life's 
shop window. Developing fluid courses through his veins in a fine fever; 
but he is a desert of acting in an oasis of scenery. Eventually he is excused 
for a moment while his interpreter writes for him, upon the screen, the 
things he tried to say to his lady love. 

: 

The psychology of the movie-lover seems (dubiously) to be more subtle than 
that of the drama-lover, if such atrocious hyphenations can be condoned. The 
imagination of him who prefers the play to the movie is satisfied by a chromo 
back-drop labeled upon the play-bill “ Longacre Square at Midnight.” He can 
understand that. But the embraces and I-love-yous of a hero and heroine must 
be material and audible, because he will not.understand them otherwise. 

On the other hand, the “ movie-goer ” 4s satisfied with suggestions of the 
movements of the actors’ heart and soul. The movie-goer demands some realism 
as to swell cafés and the parlors of the patriciate, because he knows them less 
than he does heart beats and long; hot caresses on a park bench. But just a 
whisper or ten feet of film about troubled lovers becoming untroubled and he 
will be able to fill it in with his imagination and experience. The drama-lover 
must see real white arms encircling a hero’s real broad shoulders. The movie- 
lover is rapt in the mere photographic innuendo of it. The drama-lover at a 
play says to himself, “ That funny thing is a house. I get it.” The movie-lover 
says to himself at a cinema, “ That funny thing is a kiss. I get it.” Both 
are gratified. | | 

There are other differences between the movie “ Scandal” and the one 
at the Garrick. There are in the movie “ Scandal” a fight, a murder, and a 
rescue from drowning. And there is a vampire also, whose passionate ob- 
servations are often put in script upon the screen. She lurks among the sway- 
ing verdure of the garden, spying sullenly upon her rival's virtuous romance, 
and going to His room later, saying, “ She does not love you. Ido, Let us go 
| esvesr from here.” Her name is Ida and she slings a nasty sneer. 

Mr. Browné in the movies ts a very rich millionaire, but he seems to have 
made his money suddenly. Mr. Cherry at the Garrick appears to have Inherited 
his funds, so accustomed to them does he act. Miss Talmadge in the movies is 
sweeter than Miss Lerrimore at the Garrick because innocence and curiosity 
take her to the painter’s studio late at night, while daring and impudence are 
Miss Larrimore’s inspiration to the adventure. Miss Talmadge is more to be 
pitied than censured; Miss Larrimore should be spanked, in the phrase of a 
London critic, “ until she glows.” 

The Garrick “Scandal” its compact and approximately well balanced? a 
graceful, witty, and audacious comedy for humorous and urban observation. 
It is trim and bright and funny where the other is rococo, scenic, respectable, 
and serious. 

One writes about them today merely because “ Scandal” at the Garrick 
drew upwards of $14,000 last week, while the Lilac, on East Madison street. 
where the kinemetic version was seen one afternoon, was full at 20c per 
head. “Scandal” is a beguiling headline.

the plays of their repertoire he de- 
veloped some skill as the George Cohan 
of his day; that after ten or twelve 
years in the provinces, he made Paris, 
where he attracted the attention of 
the then youthful and kind hearted 
Louis XIV.; that his popularity at 
court grew with his success as a dram- 
atist and particularly as a good hu- 
mored satirist making sport of the 
court itself; that in middle life he put 
aside the faithful Catherine Debrie, 
who had been his mistress and copy- 
reader for years, to marry Armande 
Béjart, the little sister of his leading 
woman, for whose education he had 
paid and with whem he fell hope 
lessiy in love; that she, being a friv- 
olous and ungrateful little baggage, 
deceived him quite openly; that finally 
he left her and went back to Catherine; 
that in his advancing years he was 
forced to fight not only against a quick 
consumption, but also against the in- 
creasing favor with which his rivals 
‘were being received; that during his 
last weeks he became reconciled to his 
capricious wife; that he died in har 
ness practically at the close of the 
|fourth performance of “La Malade 
'Imaginaire,” and that his passing was 
generally mourned by the court and 
people of France.

Montespan, having 
lured Moliére to her rooms by appeal- 
ing to his love of the king, exerts her 
charm to break his resolution; finding 
him true to both his king and his 
wife, she angrily flaunts the unfaith- 
fulness of Mrs. Moliére in his face 
and proves her point by showing the 
guilty Armande that moment in the 
arms of her lover in the garden below. 
Still Moliére refuses to be won—when 
in upon these two walks Louis the 
Grand, who was that day supposed to 
be hunting at Fontainebleau. 

What, he demands, as kings «and 
husbands have done from time out of 
mind, what does this mean? It means, 
anewers the humiliated Montespan, 
that she had asked M. Moliére there 
to protest against his threat to make 
Louis the butt of a forthcoming satire; 
that she has pleaded with him in vain, 
and that he has all the earmarks of 
an ungrateful and disloyal subject 
about to take a nip out of the hand 
that has fed him with royal favors 
these many years. : 


Louis, being vain and suspicious, 
quite naturally turns upon Moliére and 
demands an explanation. To which the 
playwright, himself a bit worked up, 
replies that the king can politely go 
elsewhere for such satisfaction as his 
pride demands; as for himself he re 
fuses longer to be “lackey to the 
laughter of a king,” and henceforth 
shal] labor in the interests of the peo- 
ple of France. Good night! 

Miss Bates achieved, the opening 
night of “ Moliéle,” the most splendid- 
ly satisfying “comeback” recently 
recorded in the drama. She was, for 
one thing, strikingly handsome in the 
seventeenth century costumes and im- 
pressively graceful in pose and gesture 
as well. She has acquired, too, in her 
middle years a poise and a definitely 
clear enunciation that favor her read- 
ing. She was far too lovely and charm- 
ing to suggest the wicked intrigante, 
but despite this handicap she fairly 
swept the audience into enthusiastic 
approval of her. 

Miller plays’ Moliére rather stiltedly, 
but risés nicely to the declamatory op- 
portunities of the big scene. Holbrook 
Blinn ‘is the Louis, a stolid but dig- 
nified king, and Estelle Winwood neat- 
ly visualizes the conquettish wife with- 
out suggésting many of her unattrae 
tive characteristics. 
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Otis Skinner is also with us this 
week with another play of sweeping 
gesture and boomigg rhetaric—the ten 
year old Balzacian “ Honor of the Fam- 
ily” which he revived for purposes of 
road touring and found so popular 
that he determined on a New York 
engagement.
